Says World Was Eons Old Before|? 


Man Appeared 


A geologist, 
American, describes. by means 
graphic chart the comparative lengths, 
different periods of age of the earth. 
The writer’s object is, apparently, ‘to 
convey an idea of the insignificance of 
human affaira viewed from the stand- 
point of time. To this end he places the 


eye of the earth arbitrarily at 72,000,000] > 
years represented by a clock dial of 24), .” 


houre—3,000,000 years to each hour. 

On this basis the firat six hours of the 
clock represents Azoic tine, the eatliest 
conjectural period of the earth’s forma- 
tion—18,000,000 years the next six hours 
Eozoic, and the «ext eight hours Palezoic 
time—18,000,000 and 24,000,00C years, 
reapectively—periods of mineral 
vegetable formation, In the next three 
hours animal life devéloped—Measozoic 
time, 9,000,000 years —that is, from the 
20th to the 23:4 hour. Thus, last hour 
of the 24, 3,000,0U0 years of geologic time 
—represents Neozoic time, which includes 


the appearahce of human life in the}; 


Quaternary. period. 
It then appears that this last division 
of the 24 hours, the Quatenary period, 


1s shown as only 19 minutes—in other 


words, 500,000 years, therefore, bears 


the same relation to the age of the} 


earth, as 10 minutes does to 24 hours. 
But since the period of written history is 
estimated roughly at only 6,000. years, 
this last division would hardly show on 
the chart, since it would only be 12 
seconds ia duration,
